a. Public Hearing regarding the proposed amendment of project plan for Tax Incremental
District No. 8 (See the Public Hearing Notice which was published on May 24, 2017).

c. Public hearing and review of Ordinance 2017-06, an Ordinance Rezoning Territory from
Residential District One (R-1) to Residential District Two (R-2) of parcel 6-27-491.2 (460
and 462 South 5™ Street)

I. Initial staff comments. Sergeant summarized his staff report highlighting the zoning
change would have no effect on the density of the lot, as it is already built upon.
